Central Executive Committee's Call for Unity 
in Emergency 





’ Nanking, Aug. 26, 
A stirring appeal tothe nation 
to make an organised effort to cope 
with the unprecedented flood disas- 
ter ig made by the Publicity De- 
jartment ofthe Central Executive 
jommittes in a manifesto issued 
last night. 5 
‘After giving a graphic account 
‘of the horrors of the flood situa- 
tion, the manifesto points out that, 
while the Government is fully alive 
to its Fesponsibility, the tremendous 
gravity of the disaster makes it 
imperatively necessary for the 
entire nation to come to the rescue. 
Following is a brief resume of the 
manifesto:— 














For the past six years, the Party, 
in pursuance of bequeathed

(Dr. Sun), has dedicated its efforts 
to the extermination of the Mili- 
taristy and the unifeation of the 
nation in the hope that permanent 
peace may be secured and the prin 
ciples of the Party realised, so. tha 
the people may thereby be delivered 
from the slough of d:stress and 
levated to the blissful state of 
yeace and prosperity.

‘A. vast quantity of matting has 
been telegraphically requested from 
General Ho Chien of Hunan, a 
‘million dollars worth, with which to 
build temporary matsheds on the 
hills, 

It seems certain’ that these big: 
concentration camps will have to be 
maintained for two months, that is 
‘until the water is sufficiently low 
for the refugees to be employed. in 
elearing their farms, rebuilding 
their houses, repairing’ dykes, help- 
ing to pump water from low-lying 
fareas and, most important, en- 
Hdeavouring to get into the ground 
this winter enough grain to give 
some sort of a hatvest next spring. 

It is the hope of some tlood-reliet 
officiuls that the stendy fall of water 
‘will be maintained so that the land 
Jean be sufficiently drained to allow 
ten per cent, of it to be planted 
this winter.

farmers, but also the repair and 
rebuilding of damaged dykes if a 
other disastrous flood is to be avoid 
fed next year. ‘The amount of money 
required for relief and rehabilitation 
obviously is stupendous, so great 
hat no one dare hazard'a guess at 
probable figure.

purposes. 

‘The suburbs of Wuchang alongside 
the rive ‘completely flooded. A. 
Tong stretch of houses and 
along the viver usually contain 
many as ten thousand families, all 
‘engaged in the manufacture of chop 
aticks, one of the biggest industries 
‘of {ts|kind in the country. In this 
‘entire area the houses are flooded 
almost to the eaves and practically 
‘all the householders are mow re- 


togees. 

‘About four hundred thousand re- 
fugees are here, clustering on any 
piece of high vacant ground. | Vari- 
‘us schools and colleges are accom- 
‘modating as many as their buildings 
will hold," Exeellent work is being 
done here by the tenth army under 
General Hsu Yuan-chuan, From t) 
commencement of the flood the 
troops, particularly the 48th divi- 
‘sion, have been kept busy reseuing 
stranded people from their flooded 
homes, conveying them to Wuchang, 
land there giving them elean accor 
modation and as much food as the 
shortage of supplies allows. 

‘These troops now have built. an 
‘exeellent-eamp on a large hill with- 
{in the eity walls. Matting has been 
collected and matsheds in rows built 
‘with the utmost despatch. Here no 
Tess than a hundred thousand per 
‘sons, men, women and children, are 
how. housed, ‘They are being 'sup- 
plied with regular food and boiled 
‘water and tea and, just as import- 
ant, soldiers are attending to camp 
sanitation. The corps has no doc- 
tors able to caro for such a vast 
army of people but clean food and 
drink and good sanitation are having 
‘an excellent effect. 

‘This. work, however, is not all 
that ‘done by theso military 
forees, A few days ago the Hunan 
Communists penetrated as far as 
‘Tyefeng, mne miles by rail from 
Wuchanig, and part of the 48th divi 
sion had hurriedly to be drafted 
‘from flood relief work down the Tine. 
Having cleared off the intruders and 
‘captured 150 of thom, they returned 
fo Wuehang the following morning 
to resume matshed building for the 
denefit of the refugees. 

‘The camp these troops are xe- 
sponsible for js an example of pre- 
cisely what is required by mil- 
ions, of other refugees—dry land, 
regular food, clean water, and sani- 
taty conditions under whieh to live.

BIG OIL FIRE AT 
HANKOW 


Enormous Damage at the Texaco 
Godown 


Hankow, Aug. 27. 

‘The most spectacular conflagrs 
tion seen in Hankow in many years 
was causing enormous damage to- 
night as large gasoline and pe- 
troleum stores at the godown of the 
Texas Company (China) 1.td., 
burned. , 

‘The blaze started at three o'clock’ 
this afternoon and late to-night it 
was still raging. It is estimated 
that gasoline and petroltum valued 
Jat several hundreds of thousands of | 
dollars is being destroyed. 

The burning godown is located 
just below the Concession bund. So 
spectacular is the conflagration that 
itg flames and smoke are visible for 
miles, Huge steel drums used as 
Jcontainers for gasoline and petroleum, 
fare being hurled as high as 200 feet, 
into ‘the air—The blaze is ac- 
companied by explosions. Burning, 
‘oil is flowing with the current of| 
the river, endangering hundreds of 
Chinese houses and sampans. 

As far as is known there have 
been no casualties. All of those who| 
might have been trapped by the 
flames had been evacuated from the 
‘godown because of the floods 

‘The fire is believed to have started 
aboard junk which is sai 
to have been carried to the Texaco 
godown by the current. All of the 
burning petroleum was imported 
only recently from the United 


States. 
Aug. 28. 

Flames this morning continued to 
consume petroleum stores in the 
ruined godown of the Texas Com- 
pany (China) Ltd, which has been 
burning steadily since three o'clock 
yesterday afternoon.

COUP DETAT IN 
LANCHOW 





A Bloodless coup d'etat has been 
effected in Lanchow, the provincial 
capital of Kansu, os a result of| 
which Gen, Ma Hung-ping, chair- 
man of the Kansu Provincial Gov- 
fernment, has been deprived of his| 
Power and is being detained in th 
city while Gens. Ma Wen-ping and 
Lei Tsung-tien, who were respon-| 
sible for the coup, have appointed 
themselves, respectively, acti 
chairman of the Kansu Provinei 
Government and the commander-in- 
chief , of the Peace Preservation| 
Force for that provinee, according! 
to telegrams reaching’ the local 
Chinese press. 

‘The coup took place on August 25| 
when the Provincial Chairman, who 
‘was a nephew of Gen, Ma Pu-hsiang, 
chairman of the Mongolian and 
Tibetan Affairs Committee in Nat 

ing, whilst visiting his yamen, was} 
put under arrest by troops of the 
rebel generals who meanwhile closed 
all the city gates to prevent troops 
loyal to the Provincial Chairman. 
from entering Lanchow. The 
detained Provincial Chairman was| 
powerless on account of the fact 
that troops ‘ander his | command 
numbered only about 2,000 and, of 
these, the major portion had been. 
‘despatched to other cities for bandit | 
suppression purposes. Owing to lack, 
of communications between Kansu. 
‘and other provinces, the news of 
the cop d'etat did not reach Nan- 
king until Friday, August 28.

Lashed by the severest storm it 
jigs experienced in many years, 
Shanghai was last night bracing 
itself to meet even fiercer winds 
‘which are expected to strike the city 
this morning. ‘Trees knocked flat 
‘or leaning drunkenly over the side- 
‘walks: streets almost. afloat with 
Yain water: sections of French town 
in utter darkness following. the 
failure of parts of the lighting 
system: houses blown down in 
Chapel and the native city: and the 
collapse of a buildir 
‘of Chengtu and Burks 
fone C. injured and had to be 
‘removed to hospital—these were the 
forerunners of the typhoon, the 
eentre of which, according to an 
announcement made by the Sicca 
‘Observatory at 9 p.m. yesterday, is 
expected to pass Close to the west 
of the eity. 

Iv was impossible to make 
an estimate of "the damage, which| 
was mounting hourly.’ Water 
wept over the Bund until in parts 
i was thiga deep at high tide 
Jast night.

should come within the scope of 
rogulation, But, since many of the 
owners and managers of these

Since 1891, women in Indian Cot- 
ton miles have had a 10. hours 
lay—I1 hours attendance—and a 
00 hours week: this limit was 
obtained for men by the act of 
1911. A single shift has been the 
general rule in India, but in the 
ast two years according to the re- 
port, a night shift has become more 
common, working also a 10 hour 
shift, If this be so, then the 
workers employed must be men, 
for the act forbids the employment 
‘of women for a space of 10} hours 
per night, from 7 p.m. to 5.30 pam.

principle and mentioning a 10 hour 
Jday as possible with permit. The 
jsame earning capacity is looked for 
by the workers.

Tt seems interesting that India 
has been able to maintain profitable 
operation of mills upon one shift 
since 1891, when ber operatives are 
not more’ skilled than those of 
Japan or China, according to the 
fevidence of the Commission. It 
would seem that India's continued 
challenge in Conferences of the 
International Labour Organisation 
lof the League of Nations, to 
JJapan’s long continued use of the 

cht. shift, was justified: and that 
industry in China is mot justified 
in retaining her night shifts beyond 
the minimum length. of time de- 
manded for the adjustment to total 
reduced hours. Indeed, the Royal 
[Commission's report on the Indian 
fhistory and present situation would 
lseem to form the basis for in- 
sistence upon immediate reduction 
in the length of the shift in cotton 
mills to ten hours, night and day 
‘and total abolition of night work 
for women in accordance with the 
terms of ‘the Chinese Government 
jact within, oe years.
